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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by 
another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 
1999 (AlPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being 
examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published 
under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
prior to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ham et al (US 
5,456,667). 

Ham discloses a catheter 11 made of a monolithic memory metal tube of a 
single piece construction made of nickel titanium alloy (programmed for an effect of 
memory effect and super elasticity, col. 6 line 50 - col. 7 line 14, and col. 8 lines 65- 
67), and having in at least one section a plurality of slots formed therein (figs 1-7) 
defining a retrieval basket 12 monolithic with the tube capable of expansion and 
contraction to surroundingly contact, capture and retrieve at least one particle. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 7 is allowable over the prior art of record. 
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Response to Arguments 



4. In response to applicant's argument that Ham's device was seemingly not capable of 
the function of "surroundingly contact, capture and retrieve at least one particle", a 
recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference 
between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the 
claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the 
intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See In 
re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 

5. Moreover, based on the interview held on April 6, 2001, the suggested language 
"surroundingly contact, capture and retrieve at least one particle", Ham seemed not to be 
capable of performing that function. However, upon further review of the reference, the 
catheters seem to be capable of performing these functions despite the core member 32 
(that is a guidewire member 24 which is removable from the catheter assembly as seen in 
figure 1). Furthermore, the expandable region 12 can circumferentially surround and 
contact a stenosis area in a blood vessel, and capture and retrieve at least one particle.
